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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In 
claim 7, line 2 the reference to 180-190 grams should be indicated as being the 
fabric weight and the yarn count as being 40. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 9, 1 1 and 1 3-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 9, 1 1 and 13-15 are unclear and indefinite. This has occurred 
when the claims were re-numbered to correct the error in regard to claim 3. 
However, the dependencies were not corrected. As now numbered and with the 
present dependencies, claims 7, 9 and 15 are duplicates and incorrectly depend 
from one another. Also claims 1 1 and 13-15 rely on a non-method claim and are 
method step claims. Claims 1 1 and 13-15 should rely on claim 1 0. All of the 
claim dependencies should be reviewed and corrected. 

However, the claims as best understood have been examined on their 
merits in view of the newly applied art. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1, 4, 5 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Estruch (US 4,481,683). 

Estruch discloses a reversible garment that is used as loungewear and is 
a pant as broadly claimed and which includes a first and second side that has a 
printed design on each side invisible from each other when worn and which also 
includes seams 4. The method of broadly printing on each side is disclosed as 
broadly claimed. (See Estruch, col. 1, line 65 - col. 2, line 1 and lines 43-44). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 

all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 2, 6, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Estruch (US 4,481,683). 

Estruch discloses the printed garment as broadly claimed. However, 
Estruch does not specifically disclose the seams as being Trench seams" and 
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that the prints are in pastel colors. The Examiner takes Official Notice that it is 
well known to construct garments using Trench seams" and especially in 
lingerie, sleepwear and jersey knitted garments to avoid fraying and to achieve a 
desired aesthetic effect including a flat seam structure without bulkiness. It is 
also known to print fabrics or garments in any desired colors such as pastels to 
achieve a desired aesthetic effect as a matter of design choice. Accordingly it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the Estruch garment to include French seams and 
to print the fabric with pastel colors to achieve a desired aesthetic effect as a 
matter of design choice. 

Claims 3, 7 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 8 and 16 
are allowable. Claims 9, 1 1 and 15 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action 
and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
The dependencies must be corrected to reflect the original claim sequence 
structure.
